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{Joseph  Fielding  Smith 
elebrates  95th  birthday

Monday,  Pres.  Joseph  Fielding  Smith, 
rhose  life  spans  the  entire  era  from  the 
days  and  covered  wagons  to  the  jet 
and  the  space  age,  will  be  95  years 
Pres.  Smith  became  the  tenth 
of  the  Church  on  Jan.  23,  1970, 
sustained  at  age  93. 

Pres.  Smith,  whose  life  covers  the 
of  all  presidents  except  the 
one,  his  great-uncle  the  Prophet 
Smith,  was  bom  in  Salt  Lake  City 
July  19,  1876.  A son  of  Joseph  F. 
sixth  president  of  the  Church,  Pres, 
is  also  the  grandson  of  Hymm 
patriarch  of  the  Church  and  brother 
of  the  lYophet  Joseph  Smith. 

It  was  in  the  home  of  his  boyhood  in 
Lake  City  that  Pres.  Smith,  through 
he  teachings  of  his  father  and  through 
itudy,  gained  spiritual  strength  and  learned 
o love  the  Gospel.  He  grew  up  in  the 
lixteenth  Ward  where  he  held  offices  in 
Aaronic  Priesthood  and  was  ordained 
- in  elder. 

He  enrolled  in  the  former  Latter-day 
aint  University  and  following  two  years  of 
ndy  there  he  accepted  a position  with 
CMl.  In  April  of  1898  he  married  Louie 
imyle  Shurtliff,  and  a year  later  he  was 
died  to  serve  in  the  British  Mission. 

During  his  lifetime  Pres.  Smith  has  served 
numerous  Church  capacities  and  has 
itroduced  several  new  programs  into  the 
urch. 

[■•Upon  returning  from  his  mission,  he 
rked  in  the  Church  Historian’s  Office 
[where  he  was  named  assistant  Church 
istorian  in  1906  and  historian  and  general 
order  in  1921.  He  continued  to  serve  as 
hurch  historian  for  nearly  50  years,  until 
le  was  called  to  be  president  of  the  Church 
in  1970. 

Further  responsibility  came  to  Pres, 
imitli  when  he  became  secretary  of  the 
ienealogical  Society  in  1907.  For  more 
than  50  years  his  genealo^cal  services 
mtinued  as  he  became  director,  treasurer, 
president,  chairman  of  the  executive 
board  and  eventually  president  of  the 
■iety.  He  founded  the  Utah  Genealogical 
\d  Historical  Magazine  in  1910  and  served 
its  editor.  He  was  released  from  this 
lling  in  1961. 

At  the  General  Conference  of  the  Church 
April  1910,  Pres.  Smith  was  called  to  the 
uncil  of  the  Twelve  at  the  age  of  33.  He 
:came  president  of  that  council  on  April 
[12,  1951,  and  was  named  to  the  First 
esidency  on  Oct.  28,  1965  serving  in 
lose  two  positions  until  the  death  of  Pres, 
vid  0.  McKay. 

As  a member  of  the  Council  of  the 
'welve,  he  has  traveled  extensively  visiting 
es  and  missions  throughout  the  world. 
In  1955  he  toured  the  Far  East  and  divided 
le  Japanese  Mission  into  the  Northern  and 
'Uthem  Far  East  Missions. 

{Since  Pres.  Smith  became  president,  11 
lew  missions  and  49  new  stakes  have  been 
■organized.  Church  membership  has 


continued  to  increase,  and  Church  officials 
estimate  that  membership  will  pass  the 
three  million  mark  sometime  this  month. 
An  added  facet  of  this  rapid  growth  has 
been  the  innovation  of  General 
Conferences  held  throughout  the  world, 
spearheaded  by  the  conference  to  be  held 
next  month  in  England. 

Two  years  before  he  became  a member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  Pres.  Smith 
lost  his  first  wife  Louie  Emyle.  She  died 
March  30,  1908.  On  Nov.  2,  1908,  he 
married  Ethel  Georgina  Reynolds.  She  died 
Aug.  26,  1937.  Pres.  Smith  married  Jesse 
Evans,  former  operatic  contralto,  concert 
singer  and  soloist  with  the  Tabernacle 
Choir,  Apr.  12,  1938. 

All  of  his  sons  filled  missions  for  the 
Church  and  all  of  his  children  were  married 
in  the  temple. 

During  his  period  of  service  to  the 
Church  he  has  attended  the  dedication  of 
nine  temples— in  St.  George,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Hawaii,  Alberta,  Arizona,  Idaho  Falls, 
Los  Angeles,  London  and  Oakland.  Two 
other  temples  were  dedicated  when  he  was 
a child,  the  Logan  Temple  and  the  Manti 
Temple.  Three  other  temples,  in  Provo, 
Ogden  and  Washington,  are  being  built 
during  his  administration. 

Also  being  built  during  Pres.  Smith’s 
administration  is  the  new  skyscraper 
Church  Office  Building.  Pres.  Smith  was 


also  instrumental  in  the  planning  and 
building  of  the  granite  Genealogical  storage 
vaults  in  Little  Cottonwood  Canyon. 

During  his  busy  schedule  Pres.  Smith  has 
found  time  to  write  numerous  books  and 
articles. 

He  conducted  a question  and  answer 
column  in  the  Improvement  Era,  and  as 
chairman  of  the  Church  Reading 
Committee,  he  has  read  thousands  of 
manuscripts  for  Church  organizations. 
During  his  administration  the  Church 
Magazines  were  unified. 

Among  his  varied  activities  and 
responsibilities  Pres.  Smith  found  time  to 
make  a major  contribution  to  education  in 
the  Church,  serving  as  a member  of  the 
BYU  Board  of  Trustees  since  1912  and  the 
Church  Board  of  Education  since  1917.  His 
scholarship  and  interest  in  education  was 
recognized  when  BYU  presented  him  with 
an  honorary  Doctor  of  Letters  degree  on 
June  4,  1952. 

As  a lifelong  member  of  the  Church 
dedicated  to  serving  others.  Pres.  Smith’s 
philosophy  of  life  is  that  a person  should 
keep  busy.  He  has  said: 

“A  man  should  never  retire,  and  I am 
witness  to  the  fact.  There  are  a number  of 
cases  where  men  have  retired,  and  nature 
took  them  at  their  word.  When  a man 
retires  from  his  employment,  he  should 
keep  busy  at  something.”

BYU  group  returns  home 


What  can  you  say  after  spending 
a month  in  Alaska  with  BYU’s 
Operation  Midnight  Sun? 

“Fantastic!” 

That’s  the  general  opinion  of 
ten  BYU  students  and  their 
instructors  upon  their  return  to 
Provo  last  weekend. 

Under  the  direction  of  Herbert 
E.  McLean,  BYU  communications 
instructor,  and  Wallace  M.  Barrus, 
photographic  instructor  at  BYU, 
the  group  traveled  over  7,000 
miles  writing  and  photographing 
in  the  wilds  of  Southeastern 
Alaska.  The  students  are  now 
beginning  an  intensive  two-week 
period  in  which  they  will  write 
articles  and  develop  photographs 
to  be  sold  to  national  outdoor, 
boating,  camping  and  trade 


magazines  in  preparing  their 
articles. 

Traveling  in  camping  vans, 
members  of  the  group  often 
resorted  to  other  means  of 
transportation  once  they  arrived 
in  Alaska:  ferries,  float  planes, 
helicopters,  tug  boats— and  plenty 
of  “boot  leather”— in  search  of 
story  material. 

The  four-week  trek  was 
“strictly  a camping  situation,” 
according  to  McLean.  The 
students  attest  to  this  after  setting 
up  their  Thermos  pop  tents  in 
driving  rainstorms  on  the  top  deck 
of  the  Alaskan  ferry  ships,  and  on 
precarious  mountainside 
campsites. 

A highlight  of  the  adventure 
was  an  eight-hour  rafting  trip 
down  the  Stikine,  the  fastest 
navigable  river  in  North  America. 
The  BYU  rafters  were  flown  to 
their  departure  point  at  the

The  measure  is  to  encourage 
military  personnel  to  submit  themselves  voluntarily  for  treatment  and 
rehabilitation. 


Education  bill  signed 

President  Nixon  signed  the  largest  educational  appropriations  bill  in 
this  nation’s  history,  Sunday— $5.1  billion.  The  President  is  now 
pressing  Congress  to  reform  and  expand  higher  education  student  aid 
programs  on  the  grounds  that  “no  qualified  student  who  wants  to  go  to 
college  should  be  barred  by  lack  of  money. 


Religious  Crusader  threatened 

Threats  on  the  life  of  evangelist  Billy  Graham  have  become  so 
frequent  that  he  must  keep  around-the-clock  protection  at  his 
Montreal,  N.C.,  home.  Mr.  Graham  emphasized,  however,  that  he  is 
“not  afraid  of  threats-or  death.’’

John  W.  Mahan,  head  of  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board,  an 
organization  created  during  the  Truman  Administration,  has  conceded 
that  there  is  not  enough  work  to  keep  the  board  and  its  staff  busy.

With  the  House  and  Senate  deadlocked  over  the  selective  service 
issue,  the  possibility  still  looms  of  a summer  long  suspension  of  the 
draft.  Further  debate  will  resume  July  20.

Billie  Sol  Estes,  serving  but  six  years  of  a 15-year  sentence  for  his  part 
in  a multimillion  dollar  swindle,  walked  out  of  jail  a free  man  Monday.

Congress  in  more  than  a century,  has  announced  his  opposition  to  i 
constitutional  amendment  that  would  allow  prayer  in  public  schools.

Listeners  relate  to  troubled  people

he  first  weeks  Provo’s  Crisis 
e was  open  (last  March  18  - 
9),  they  received  375  calls, 
e were  6 threatened  suicides, 
eep  depressions,  40  drug  calls, 
boy-girl  problems,  39  generally 
iressed  callers,  13  prank  calls, 
wrong  numbers,  and  many 
lers. 

“It’s  not  all  serious  either,”  said 
of  the  listeners.  “It’s  fun 
imetimes.  One  girl  called  me, 
Iring  to  get  this  one  certain  guy 
like  her.  It  wasn’t  really  serious 
a really  deep  problem  or 
^hing,  but  it  was  kind  of  fun 
scheme.  We  made  a big  long  list 
what  we  figured  all  his  needs 
It  and  tried  to  work  out  how 
t could  satisfy  those  needs  and 
more  attractive.” 

The  listener  went  on,  “I  think 
’ve  at  least  established  some

trust  and  confidence  with  that 
person,  and  she  may  rrot  be  having 
any  big  problem  now,  but  six 
months  from  now  she  might  have 
some  things  that  ARE  really 
serious  on  her  mind.  Probably  the 
first  thing  she’ll  do,  if  she  doesn’t 
have  somewhere  to  go,  is  call  the 
Hotline.” 

“That’s  the  basic  philosophy, 
too,  behind  the  prank  calls,” 
another  Line  worker  said,  after 
explaining  that  each  prank  call  is 
treated  like  a genuine  problem. 
“If  you  treat  it  seriously,  he  (the 
caller)  will  figure.  Well,  when  I do 
have  a really  serious  problem 
they’ll  treat  it  right.” 

“Also,  anyone  who’s  calling  up 
with  a prank  probably  realizes 
that  he’s  taking  up  the  valuable 
time  of  some  dedicated  people,” 
the  listener  continued.  “They 
have  a problem  in  the  first  place. 
The  need  to  make  a prank  comes 
out  of  some  deeper  need— some 
deeper  problem.” 

The  majority  of  the  problems 
are  boy-girl  problems,  often  from 
young  teenagers.  “Some  of  them 
are  so  cute  you  just  want  to 
giggle,”  said  one  girl.  “You  know, 
‘I’m  a seventh  grader  and  I’m 
going  with  an  eighth  grader  and  I 
just  found  out  a ninth  grader  likes 
me.’  You  have  to  remember  that, 
at  one  period  of  your  life,  that 
was  a big  problem.” 

Another  type  of  call,  one  that 
usually  comes  in  after  midnight,  is 
the  housewife  call.  Women  call  in 
to  complain  that  their  husbands 
are  out  playing  cards  “with  the 
boys”  and  never  seem  to  have 
enough  time  for  their  wives. 

Some  people  call  just  to  talk, 
because  they  need  a friendly 
voice.  Some  are  information 
seekers,  curious  about  the 
activities  of  the  Crisis  Line.  There 
are  parental  problems,  sex 
problems,  venereal  disease 
problems,  and  girls  who  call  in 
panic  when  they  discover  they  are 
pregnant. 

In  many  cases,  the  Line  workers 
are  able  to  refer  the  callers  to 
health  clinics,  or  the  Planned 
Parenthood  organization,  or  other 
available  services  the  caller  wasn’t 
aware  existed. 

And  sometimes  a listener  will 


get  a call  like  the  prospective 
suicide  case  who  called  back  later 
to  say  thanks,  or  the  emotionally 
troubled  caller  who  later  wrote  a 
letter  of  thanks  for  her  listener’s 
interest.  These  make  up  for  all  the 
pranks  and  the  hang-ups.  As  one 
worker  said, 

“You  get  one  call  that  makes  all 
the  others  worthwhile.”

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Kimball  defends  Peter, 
his  ancient  colleague 


Painting  a colorful 
characterization  of  the  Apostle 
Peter,  Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball, 
acting  president  of  the  Quorum  of 
the  Twelve,  told  Tuesday’s 
Devotional  audience  that 
“through  the  countless  ages  of 
eternity,  the  ancient  apostle  will 
extend  his  influence.” 

Elder  Kimball  said  he  was 
prompted  to  speak  to  the 
assembly  about  his 
brother— Simon  Barjona,  Cephas, 
better  known  as  Peter— after 
reading  an  Easter  Sunday  editorial 
written  by  a minister  which, 
declared  that  through 
overconfidence,  evil 
companionship,  and  failure  to 
pray  the  ancient  Church  authority 
“had  fallen.” 

Admitting  that  this  infuriated 
him  at  first,  that  he  felt  attacked. 
Elder  Kimball  said  that  he  could 
find  no  such  character  in  the 
scriptures  as  this  modern  minister 
had  described.  Peter  became  the 
chief  apostle;  he  was  with  the 
Lord  at  the  Mt.  of 
Transfiguration;  he  assumed  the 
leadership  of  the  Church;  and 
marched  unflinchingly  to 
martyrdom,  said  Elder  Kimball. 


forewarned  Peter,  “Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  thee  . . .” 

The  sectarian  minister  described 
a weak,  cowardly  Peter.  But  Elder 
Kimball  explained  that  Peter  had 
already  given  up  his  occupation 
and  placed  all  his  worldly 
possessions  on  the  line  when  he 
followed  the  Savior. 


AN  UNLEARNED  MAN,  Peter 
grejv  and  learned  until  he  knew 
probably  as  much  as  any  living 
man,  commented  Elder  Kimball. 
“From  the  day  he  forsook  his  nets 
and  boats,  his  feet  never  turned 
away,”  he  said.  Peter  healed  the 
sick  through  faith,  it  being 
necessary  only  for  his  shadow  to 
pass  over  them;  and  even  prison 
walls  could  not  hold  him,  said 
Bro.  Kimball. 


“CHRIST  KNEW  the  inner 
thoughts  of  all  men,  and  yet  he 
chose  this  fisherman,”  said  Bro. 
Kimball.  “The  Savior  picked  a 
diamond.  Certainly,  the  diamond 
needed  to  be  cut,  trimmed  and 
polished.” 

Elder  Kimball  asserted,  contrary 
to  popular  opinion,  that  Peter  did 
not  deny  the  divinity  of  Christ, 
ever.  He  only  denied  his 
association  with  him. 

“Is  it  possible  that  Peter  saw  in 
his  denial  a feasible  advantage?” 
asks  Elder  Kimball.  Time  and 
again  the  Lord  has  told  his 
followers  to  refrain  from  declaring 
outright  the  Godhood  of  Christ 
until  after  the  resurrection. 

Elder  Kimball  explained  that 
Peter  had  been  a special  target  of 
the  adversary.  As  Jesus  once

Wilkinson  receives  Army  honor 


Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  of 
BYU  last  weekend  received  the 
Outstanding  Civilian  Service 
Medal,  the  Army’s  top  civilian 
award,  in  ceremonies  at  Fort 
Lewis,  Wash.,  “for  his  exemplary 
and  wholehearted  support  of  the 
Reserve  Officer’s  Training  Corps.” 

Wilkinson  was  honored  at  the 
annual  Educators  Visit  to  the 
Sixth  U.S.  Army  ROTC  Camp, 
which  was  attended  by 
administrators  from  55  colleges 
and  universities.  A total  of  1500 
cadets  from  these  schools  are 
receiving  six  weeks  of  training  at 
the  summer  camp. 

Lt.  Gen.  Stanley  R.  Larsen, 
commander  of  the  U.S.  Sixth 
Army,  in  special  ceremonies 
presented  Pres.  Wilkinson  with  a 
plaque  wliich  stated:  “His  positive 
approach  and  personal  example  in 
implementing  measures  designed 
to  acquaint  young  men  with  the 
significance  of  ROTC,  not  only  to 
the  individual  students  but  to  the 
nation  as  well,  contributed 
immeasurably  during  a period 
when  both  were  declining  on  a 
national  level.” 

The  BYU  contingent  of  136 
cadets  at  the  camp  represents  the 
second  largest  group  from  any 
school.  They  are  exceeded  only 
by  University  of  South  Dakota 
which  has  150  cadets  at  the  camp, 
but  the  program  is  compulsory  at 
that  University.  BYU  has  had 
voluntary  Army  ROTC  since  1967 
and  Air  Force  ROTC  since  1951.

For  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a 
wildlife  license,  a “resident”  is 
any  person  who  has  been 
domiciled  in  the  State  of  Utah  for 
60  consecutive  days  immediately 
preceding  the  purchase  of  a 
license  and  who  does  not  claim 
residency  for  hunting,  fishing  or 
trapping  in  any  other  state  or 
country. 

The  Wildlife  Resources  Code 
defines  “domicile”  as  the  place 
where  an  individual  has  a true, 
fixed  permanent  home  and 
principal  establishment.  It  is  the 
place  in  which  a man  has 
voluntarily  fixed  the  habitation  of 
himself  and  family,  not  for  a mere 
special  or  temporary  purpose,  but 
with  the  present  intention  of 
making  a permanent  home. 

Utah  residents  leaving  Utah  to 
serve  their  first  tour  of  military 
duty  shall  not  lose  their  residency. 
Personnel  on  permanent 


assignment  to  a Utah  military 
installation  meeting  the  residency 
requirements  qualify  for  a 
resident  Utah  license.
